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Ballot error cancels 
IAS endorsements 

Group decides not to influence this election

The International Affairs Society invalidated the results of an election candidate 
endorsement vote because of possible “incorrect voting,” IAS Conference Coordi- 
nator Christian Capece said. 

The group held endorsement hearings for candidates in both the Student Associ- 
ation presidential race and the Elliott School of International Affairs senatorial 
race at Tuesday’s meeting, Capece said. The results, however, were invalid 
because new members voted when they should not have, Capece said. 

Presidential candidate Scott Adams said his campaign staff told him he had won 
the endorsement. However, Capece said no official winner was announced. 

There was confusion about who could vote in the endorsements, Capece said. 
IAS announced at the start of the meeting that only those who had been members 
prior to Tuesday could vote, but some ballots were distributed to non-el igible 
voters, he added. 

Once the IAS’s executive board realized the mistake, they asked for the ballots 
back, Capece said. However, he said IAS cannot be completely sure all ineligible 
voters returned the ballots. He said when the ballots for the presidential candidates 
were counted there were more ballots than eligible voters.

Other student groups also announced endorsements this week. The GW College 
Democrats endorsed Adams for SA president, Shaye Diveley for executive vice 
president and Mary Jo Maralit for Program Board chair. 

The GW College Republicans also endorsed Adams, along with Scott McDo- 
nald for EVP and Amanda Fugazy for PB Chair. The Interfratemity Council chose 
Jason Schwartz for president, Paul Hamilton for EVP and Fugazy.

In other election news, a group of students is trying to collect 1 ,000 signatures to 
put Black Peoples’ Union President Kelvin Glover on the ballot for S A president. 
Glover said the BPU discussed his possible candidacy at past meetings, but he did 
not file with the Joint Elections Committee before the deadline. He added that “a 
lot of members (of BPU) were dissatisfied” with the six candidates on the ballot. 

JEC Chair Chris Honorio said he has not been approached by any representa- 
tives of a possible Glover campaign, about getting his name on the ballot, or about 
a write-in spot.

University Police will warn students 
who leave their unoccupied residence 
hall room doors open that they may 
become robbery victims. 

UPD started a rip-off card program 
Tuesday night in which UPD Crime 
Prevention Student Assistant Michael 
Rabie placed cards on the doors or in the 
doorways of unoccupied rooms with 
their doors open. UPD Senior Associate 
Director Dolores Stafford said she 
hopes the program will encourage 
students to be more careful about leav- 
ing their doors open when they are not 
there. 

Rabie patrolled Thurston, Mitchell, 

Francis Scott Key, Guthridge and River- 
side halls and Building JJ, and found 75 
unoccupied rooms with their doors 
open. Thurston and Mitchell had the 
most open doors with more than 30, 

Stafford said. Rabie will check the other 
seven residence halls later this week. 

Stafford said UPD would like to 
check the residence halls biweekly, 
dividing the patrol between two nights. 

She said UPD will keep track of how 
many doors are open during the course 
of the semester and see if any correla- 
tions exist between the program and 
decreased thefts in the halls. 

UPD is trying to solicit help from the 
Residence Hall Association and other 
student organizations on campus.

Students will decide 
changes to SA bylaws

The Student Association Senate decided Tuesday to allow the general student 
body to vote on changes in the SA’s constitution during campus-wide elections 
next week. 

A student referendum will be added to the ballot for the March 2 and 3 elections 
to vote on changes to the Student Court, eligibility for senate graduate seats and 
revisions of the joint-ticket process. 

Student Association President Jon Tamow said he felt the constitution needed 
changes, and issued an executive order creating a Constitutional Review Commit- 
tee Jan. 13. The committee submitted its proposal to amend the constitution Feb. 
16. It was approved by the Senate Rules Committee prior to the meeting. 

The first referendum would extend the time a Student Court judge could inform 
the SA president of the judge’s resignation. The current constitution states that a 
judge must notify the president by Feb. 1 . The referendum would change that date 
to March 1, Tamow said. 

Many times, judges apply to graduate schools and do not know if they will 
return to GW the following year, Tamow said. “Often a judge will not know if he 
or she has been accepted to graduate school by Feb. 1, so it was necessary to roll 
back the time one month,” Tamow said. 

The same referendum also would prohibit a graduating senior from seeking a 
senate graduate seat before attending his or her first graduate class. “I don’t think a 
graduating senior can accurately represent the constituents of his or her school 
during that summer prior to attending classes,” Tamow said. 

In addition, this referendum would designate money to fund the court’s annual 
procedural handbook. “The SA executive office usually ended up paying for this, 
so in the interest of separation of power, this had to be changed,” Tamow said. 

The second referendum would guarantee a minimum of two undergraduate 
judges on the five-member court. The move would ensure fair representation, 
Tamow said. Two graduate students are guaranteed positions on the court, accord- 
ing to the current constitution. 

The third referendum suggests that the SA president and vice president candi- 
dates run as a single ticket, and that students vote for the ticket, not the individual. 
“This will prevent situations where the president and vice president have difficulty 
working with each other, Tamow said, citing last year’s SA as an example. 
“(Former) President (Kyle) Farmbry and (former) Vice President (David) Parker 
often were at odds with each other.” The tension resulted in an impeachment suit 
filed against Farmbry by Parker. 

This proposal was designed to prevent tickets from being split when one 
member is elected and the other is not, he said.

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Don’t let the upcoming campus elections become a repeat of last 
year’s fiasco. 

This year six people are running for Student Association president and 
five are running for executive vice president. It would appear quite likely 
that we are on a runaway train toward another year where the general 
election will only result in a runoff election. The first election is serving 
as merely a primary and the two candidates emerging with the most 
votes go on to the real, final election. 

Last year there were nine and two candidates for president and EVP, 
respectively. The point spread for the election was ridiculous: Some 
candidates walked away with as little as 37 votes. With six candidates 
for president this year and five for EVP, the odds are in favor of a 
repeat performance. 

With the trend of many candidates running for executive office, and 
last year’s result in a runoff, it would seem wise for the Joint Elections 
Committee to implement stricter requirements for those who wish to run 
for office. Currently, would-be presidential candidates need only to gather 
signatures totaling 1 percent of the office’s total constituency — or 
roughly 140 names — and deposit $50 toward potential campaign fines. 
No wonder we have so many candidates. With only 140 names standing 
between any student and a possible SA presidency, what is to discourage 
the average student from taking a shot at free tuition for a year whether 
he wants the office or not? 

If all of this is not successful in whittling down the number of candi- 
dates, the JEC should consider some kind of primary with completely 
different rules from the actual election and virtually no money allowed to 
be spent. The general election has become little more than a primary as 
it is. 

Perhaps these methods would increase student participation in the 
campaigns as well as voter turnout. Many students say they do not vote 
or get involved because too many of the same kind of people run for 
office. These changes might turn that around.

Marines 


Dropping in 


The United States came a step closer to putting its food where the 
mouths are yesterday, endorsing an idea to airlift emergency relief 
supplies into Eastern Bosnia. While the move appears to be the only 
option available for the United States to do something about the prob- 
lems in the former Yugoslav republics, it is merely a temporary measure 
to bide time until a solution can be worked out. 

America must do what it can to alleviate the Bosnian situation, includ- 
ing airdrop supplies. But the entire burden of the U.N. initiative must not 
fall on the Americans. In fact, if the airdrop mission does become a 
reality through the use of American planes, the United States must sei7.e 
the opportunity to pressure Europe to take the lead in resolving the 
Bosnian crisis. 

Bosnia is in Europe’s back yard, yet it has been largely content to 
wait for America to lead any action toward resolution of the conflict 
there. This is something like the United States waiting for France to 
deploy troops across the ocean to solve a human rights crisis in Peru. 

In addition, any U.S. involvement in the airdrop must be contingent on 
the fact that the United Nations and the European nations exert intense 
efforts to resume peace plans for the area. The airdrop initiative and the 
recent U.N. approval of the establishment of a war crimes panel for the 
area signify the terror that is going on there is finally being treated with 
the gravity it deserves. The failure of the first round of these talks 
should encourage more diligent attention to the matters, not renewed 
apathy. 

The airdrop is a necessary measure to help alleviate the suffering in 
Bosnia. While any mission into an armed area is dangerous, American 
planes will fly against bare-bones armaments, not sophisticated antiaircraft 
missiles. Furthermore, the planes are under no pressure to complete their 
mission. If danger proves too great, they can turn around and regroup. 

This is only a temporary measure in what must be a comprehensive 
plan for alleviating the trauma in the area. Only in that context is 
American participation warranted.

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Clintonomics point 
US. toward socialism 


The nation has now been formally 
introduced to “Clintonomics,” and 
so far the relationship is rocky with 
an energy tax, an increased income 
tax and a social security tax. While 
taxes or “contributions” may be 
necessary to bring down the national 
debt and help the economy, the prop- 
osed taxes are unfair. This nation 
will adopt (if the Clinton plan passes 
Congress) a very unfair progressive 
tax system. 

After the State of the Union 
Address to Congress, news organiza- 
tions conducted polls to record the 
reaction of some Americans. In these 
polls about 79 percent of the respon- 
dents approved of Clinton’s prop- 
osal.

At this time, we do not know exactly 
what causes homosexuality, although 
many researchers believe that it is 
caused by an interaction between gene- 
tics and the environment.

Conduct, not homosexuals, must be

ied by a much stricter anti-harassment policy that would 
prevent misconduct — including the type that has brought us 
the “Tailhook” incident — that truly undermines the morale 
and integrity of the military. 

It has nothing to do with “imposing lifestyles,” as Mr. 
Allen would have you believe. People of deep religious 
beliefs and convictions serve alongside those of other relig- 
ions who hold beliefs that are just as strong, though different 
and perhaps incompatible. As long as their actions are not in 
conflict with the goals of military service, the government 
has no business denying them entrance into the military. 

Those who argue against allowing homosexuals to serve 
seem to fear terrible consequences (like rampant unwanted 
sexual advances or intimidation) arising from the sometimes 
unusually close quarters military service demands. But other 
nations around the world have overcome these issues without 
destroying their capability to fight. Isn’t it time that we, as a 
nation, allow the best people to serve in our armed services 
regardless of race, sex, religious affiliation or sexual orienta- 
tion rather than exclude dedicated, qualified people because 
of what they think or are? 

It isn’t surprising that the arguments made against allow- 
ing gays in the military echo those made against racial integ- 
ration. People are often afraid or intimidated by change, even 
if it is the right thing to do. Similarly, 50 years from now 
people will look back on the controversy surrounding this 
issue and wonder how people could have been so silly.

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30 hours of dancing 
earn funds for MDA

For the fourth year in a row, GW senior Kathy Detrow packed up five pairs of 
aerobic sneakers, six pairs of socks and a container of Ben-Gay and headed to the 
annual Muscular Dystrophy Association Superdance held last weekend. 

Detrow was one of just 30 students who danced for 30 consecutive hours. She 
was only allowed breaks every two hours for 10 minutes. “I tended to get bored,” 
Detrow said. “During the daylight hours it was hard to stay awake. I could see 
people walking by on the streets outside, but I was trapped inside.” 

Detrow danced from the start of the Residence Hall Association-sponsored 
Superdance at 6 p.m. Friday and continued nonstop until midnight Saturday. She 
was just one of approximately 350-400 dancers who sweated it out in Market 
Square during the event. 

The Superdance raised an estimated $4,373 toward the $5,000 goal for the 
MDA, Superdance co-chair Cathy Medland said. 

Beyond those 30 students. Superdance Co-chair Alison Sclater said the rest of 
the dancers consisted of representatives from student organizations. Each group 
was required to have at least one representative from their organization present for 
the entire 30 hours, Sclater said. 

GW DJs, former RHA President Andy Flagcl and junior Don Kamentz, played 
the music for the dance, ranging from Nirvana to Frank Sinatra, RHA President 
Wayne McFadden said. 

Dancers could take a break and enjoy ice cream, bagels and a “field trip” to the 
Smith Center for showers Saturday morning, Sclater said. 

“The breaks were a chance to change your shoes and socks and rest your feet,” 
Detrow said. “We had longer breaks for lunch, dinner and breakfast. Some people 
went to the Smith Center to take a shower (Saturday morning) but 1 took a nap 
instead.” 

Saturday night featured an auction for dancers, who were given “play money” 
equal to the amount of money they raised for MDA through sponsors, Sclater said. 
They were then able to bid on several donated prizes, which included dinner for 
two on a cruise, tickets to Program Board activities, a basketball autographed by 
GW’s men’s team and T-shirts from the GW bookstore, Sclater said. 

The dancers and groups were required to get sponsors for their dancing. Spon- 
sors had the option of donating a flat rate or sponsoring the dancers a specified 
amount for every hour they danced, Sclater said. Unlike previous years, sponsors 
were asked to donate their money before the dance, McFadden said. 

Detrow raised $428 in sponsors, making her the top individual 30-hour dancer. 
The top Greek-letter organization was sorority Alpha Theta Beta, with $375.65. 
Thurston Hall raised $359 as the top residence hall donation. 

The money will benefit local MDA clinics, MDA representative Lisa Monghan 
said. It will be donated to the new clinic recently opened at GW and to a children’s 
clinic in Georgetown, Monghan added.

Hard-core veterans mature 
in today ’ s accepting climate 


under dense, noisy guitar. This should come as no 
surprise to anyone who loved the old hard-core 
bands. Old hardcore at its best was catchy as hell.

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Court hears West End appeal n ow Ooen

A lawyer for the District of Columbia 
alleged during an appeal hearing in D.C. 
court that representatives from both GW 
and the West End apartment building 
conspired to violate tenants’ rights 
through a “master lease.” 

The master lease gives GW the 
opportunity to buy the building at a 
future date. 

GW administrators and the owners of 
the West End apartment building, at 
2124 Eye St. N.W., made secretive tele- 
phone calls and “did everything they 
could not to notify the tenants of then- 
discussions,” District lawyer Lutz 
Prager said during the Feb. 3 appeal of 
District of Columbia et al. v. George 
Washington University et al. 

Prager charged that the negotiations 
were kept secret to prevent the build- 
ing’s tenants from interfering. Further- 
more, he said the 10-year lease signed in 
1988 is, in effect, a sale agreement. 

The West End Tenants’ Associa- 
tion’s lawyer, Richard G. Eisen, called 
the lease agreement between GW and 
the owners of the building “a sham.” But 


GW’s lawyer, Vincent C. Burke HI, said 
during the appeal the University is only 
trying to exercise its rights as a 
purchaser. 

The District is appealing a May 1991 
D.C. Superior Court decision involving 
a dispute over the legality of GW’s lease 
of the West End. According to Prager, 
the University violated a 1981 verbal 
agreement by signing the lease. The 
lease gives GW the exclusive option of 
purchasing the building during the 
contract’s final year, 1998. Lawyers for 
the District and the West End Tenants’ 
Association maintained in the original 
suit that this option also violated the 
District’s Rental Housing Conversion 
and Sale Act of 1980. This act gives 
tenants the right to refuse any attempt to 
purchase the property where they live. 

GW promised at a 1981 District 
Council meeting not to attempt to enter 
into an agreement to purchase the build- 
ing for a 10-year period. This agreement 
ended in 1991 — three years after GW 
signed the lease agreement. 

“There is nothing sinister going on, 
the University is availing itself of its 
rights,” Burke said. He said during the 
appeal that the contract is a lease, and 
not a purchase agreement. 


“The University is trying to take the 
first step in achieving its long term goal 
of eventually being in a position to 
purchase the West End,” Burke said. He 
said because the District restricts what 
areas the University can expand into. 
University administrators have said 
they intend to purchase any available 
property within the boundaries set by 
the District. 

However, Prager said the judges in 
the appeal should focus more on the 
consequence of the contract, GW’s 
control of the building, between GW 
and the West End’s owners, “not what 
labels they attached and how clever their 
lawyers were.” 

“I think there can be no doubt that for 
all intensive purposes the owner of the 
West End property today is George 
Washington University in terms of its 
relationship with the people who live 
there and who makes decisions about 
how to run the property,” Eisen said. 

But Eric Von Salzen, attorney for the 
co-dcfcndants, the West End owners, 
said there is a fundamental difference 
between a lease and a sale. “If it looks 
like a lease, talks like a lease, and quacks 
like a lease, it is a lease,” he said.

Wimmin’s Issues Now and GW 
Student’s for Choice held the first 
annual Women’s Health Care Day 
Monday in the Marvin Center to make 
people more aware of female health and 
safety. 

The purpose of the day, which 
entailed four months of planning, was to 
educate students and people from the 
D.C. area about women’s health care 
concerns and about the organizations 
and services available in the area, GW 
Students for Choice and WIN member 
Jill Kelner said. 

More than 30 organizations from the 
District provided the information on 
women’s health. Kelner estimated more 
than 400 students, both male and 
female, attended the events throughout 
the day. 

The events ranged from speakers and 
discussions on AIDS, self-defense tech- 
niques and demonstrations, and 
women’s health care issues, including 
self-esteem and wellness. Free food, sun 
block for spring break and breast exami- 
nations were available, Kelner said. 
Condoms and dental dams — which 
serve as a protection against sexually 
transmitted diseases — also were 
distributed. 

WIN and GW Students for Choice 
member Beth Castle said the group’s 
main focus is not just reproductive free- 
dom. Women’s health care includes 
such topics as AIDS, birth control, 
nutrition, cancer, eating disorders, 
violence against women, sleeping disor- 
ders, physical and mental awareness, 
and STDs, she said. 

“Society is not recognizing the 
inequalities that are out there, there is 
such a blatant and dangerous discrimi- 
nation between men and women's 
health care,” Castle said. She cited, for 
example, that the majority of AIDS test- 
ing and research is performed on white 
males. 

Castle and Kelner agreed that the 
day’s events were a success. Both said 
they wanted people to walk away with 
important information and education on 
health issues. “Most importantly, 
people need to know how much there is 
to learn about their bodies and resources 
available to them,” Kelner added.

Library sponsors 
collection contest

A GW student and staff collector’s 
contest, sponsored annually by the 
Gelman Library Special Collections 
Department and the Friends of the 
Libraries group, is offering cash prizes 
to the best collection of printed 
materials. 

James Kaser, Public Services / 
Collection Development librarian for 
Special Collections, said in the applica- 
tion form that the GW Student Collec- 
tions contest “is designed to encourage 
students to become interested in and to 
develop personal collections of books, 
maps, ... or other printed materials.” 

He said up to $600 is awarded in prize 
money in the categories of graduate and 
undergraduate entries — $200 to each 
first place entry and $ 100 to each second 
place entry.

The Greek Judicial Board investi- 
gated a fight outside a bar near campus 
Jan. 30 and has decided to take action 
against seven GW students involved, 
Judicial Affairs Coordinator Craig 
Hardesty said. 

Two GW students were treated for 
injuries after a fight at the Exchange 
Ltd., 1719 G St. N.W., University 
Police reported. Exchange bouncers 
tried to break up a fight that started in the 
bar, Hardesty said in the Feb. 4 issue of 
The GW Hatchet. 

After the fight broke up, it continued 
outside where an unknown amount of 
people were involved. D.C. Metropoli- 
tan Police responded. 

Hardesty said initial reports indicated 
that 10 to 15 GW students were actually 
involved in the fight, but only seven are 
being charged. 

The individuals brought before the 
board, whose names were not disclosed, 
all belong to the same Greek-letter orga- 
nization, Hardesty said, adding that 
sanctions will be taken against the indi- 
viduals, not against the fraternity. 
“We’re not viewing it as a fraternity 
violation, but rather from the reports 
that we’ve gotten since the individuals 
have come forward.” He said some of 
the individuals involved did not come 
forward voluntarily. 


The board has also set dates to hear 
two more cases this Friday and on 
March 5, Interfratemity Council Presi- 
dent Dan Serviss said. However, 
because the board has not reached a 
decision on these cases, Serviss — also 
the board president — said he cannot 
discuss them. 

The board, which will render sanc- 
tions against Greek-letter organization 
members if need be, falls under the 
University Judicial Board and is 
designed to deal solely with cases 
concerning greek affairs. 

Officially created during the fall 
semester by Serviss and former greek 


affairs coordmatoi Paul Kingsbury, the 
Greek Judicial Board is designed to 
work with fraternities and sororities to 
set standards on greek life. “It is a good 
opportunity for those in the greek 
system to regulate themselves,” Assis- 
tant Dean of Students Jan-Mitchcll 
Sherrill said. 

The newly appointed greek affairs 
coordinator, Marcy Tucker, said the 
board’s decisions strengthen Greek- 
letter organizations’ ties with the 
University.

Field of 
dreams 

Looking outside this snowy 
weekend, it seemed nowhere near 
the start of spring. Yet it was. Why? 
Because spring training started 
Thursday and Friday with pitchers 
and catchers reporting. 

I love baseball, it’s plain and 
simple. Even with all its troubles the 
past year, I still think it’s the greatest 
sport for a reporter and a fan. Now 
plenty of people have written why 
baseball is better than football or 
basketball, with carefully-crafted 
rationales. That’s what I originally 
intended to do. 

But after thinking about it, I real- 
ized the one fact why I favor baseball 
most of all. I’ve been playing this 
game for 14, maybe 15 years now 
and the version I knew then isn’t 
much different from the one of the 
pros.

However, when my 
friends and I went on to that field and 
just messed around, it wasn’t that 
unrealistic to imagine ourselves in 
Tiger Stadium, playing with the big 
leagues. 

No other sport is really like that. 
Basketball’s rules differ depending 
on which level you’re talking about. 
Even if you’re playing organized 
football (with pads and helmets) as a 
youngster, the style of the game is a 
far cry from the one you would see 
on TV. 

A lot of children’s dreams involve 
playing professional sports. The vast 
majority of them — like mine — 
become unrealistic once kids leave 
elementary school. For those dream- 
ers though, baseball seemed the 
promised land because so many 
spots need to be filled. More than 
1,200 players and that’s just at the 
elite level of Major League Baseball. 
Add all the minor league teams and 
the chances of wearing a pro 
uniform, even if just shortly, look 
vastly larger in baseball than in any 
other sport. 

So with the start of the game every 
year, it always takes me back to 
when I was in grade school, throwing 
a worn tennis ball up against the red 
brick wall of our garage for fielding 
practice. What I value most in those 
memories is not the baseball side of 
it, but the utter simplicity of that time 
in my life that is lacking now. No 
worrying about a job, exams, dead- 
lines or if that woman is ever going to 
call me back. No, baseball implies a 
time when school meant a way to 
pass the day and throw the ball 
around at recess, then rush home 
with no more cares in the world than 
diving into the green, summer grass 
after a tennis ball just outside of my 
reach. A really stressful day meant 
being at bat with two outs and 
runners in scoring position in a pick- 
up game. 

For a select amount of people in 
the world, those worries are still the 
biggest worries in their life. Sure, 
money has badly affected baseball, 
but the game is still the thing. Take 
me out to the ballgame and I have a 
chance to recapture those years. 
Unfortunately, I have to come back, 
but I can still root, root, root for the 
home team.
